ANOTHER APPEAR FOU PEACE. 


General tuna's Envoy's Return With 


llic Same Plea. 


Manila, May 2.—Co. Arguelles may 


Lieutenant Bernal of the staff of Gen- 
eral Luna returned today to renew the 
request for cessation of hostilities. 
They found their field of labor most 
uncongenial. The propositions differed 
slightly from those of a day ago. They 
desired time to summon the congress, 
being confident that congress will de- 
cree peace because the people desire it. 
They represent Aguinaldo without 
power to surrender the army. Con- 
gress must decide that. Incidentally 
they assert Aguinaldo has not made a 
fair test of his strength because only 
one-third of the army had been as- 
sembled together. 


People Want Peace, 


The envoys present a -letter from 


Senor Mabini, president and minister 
of foreign affairs of the cabinet of 
Aguinaldo and the backbone of the 
Filipino organization, seconding Ar- 
guelles' arguments. The envoys sleep 
tonight at Manila and will see General 
Otis again tomorrow. They lunched 
with General McArthur at CalumpM 
this morning. Whether or not General 
Luna is sincere the negotiations are 
giving him a much needed opportunity 
to rehabilitate his demoralized forces. 
The d>ssensions among the leaders were 
helping the disorganization 
of the 


Filipinos army almost as much as the 
American campaign. 
General 
Otis 


agreed with Arguelles that the people 
want peace and stated requests for 
protection were pouring in from all 
parts of the country. 


NEWS FROM GILMOHE, 


General Luna's Envoys Bring a mes- 


sage from the Captured Lientenaut. 


Manila, May 2— The first authentic 


information regarding Lieutenant Gil- 
more and his party of 14 from the 
Yorktown, captured by the Filipinos, 
April 12 was received today at the 
hands of Colonel Arguelles of the staff 
of General Luna. It is in the form 
of a list of the missing men, signed by 
Lieutenant 
Gilmore himself. 
The 


lieutenant reports that he and his 
party have been brought across two 
mountains from Balera where they 
were 
captured. 
The 
information 


brought as a response a note which 
General McArthur sent to 
General 


Luna by Major Shiels and. Lieutenant 
Hayne. The note after asking for in- 
formation 
regarding the American 


prisoners in General 
Luna's 
hands 


concluded with a message from Gen- 
eral McArthur that he would be pleased 
to meet General Luna. 


Dewey Han No Information.

CECIL RHODES' SCHEMES. 


The African Colonizer Greeted wltu 


Tremendous Clicering. 


London, May 2.—An enormous crowd 


gathered in the vicinity of Cannon 
street hotel today in hope of hearing 
the address of Cecil Rhodes before the 
meeting of the Chartered British South 
Africa 
company. Mr. Rhodes was 


greeted with tremendous cheers. The 
Duke of Abercorn, president of 
the 


company, presided. Mr. Rhodes took 
the optimistic view of the future of 
Rhodesia. Referring to his visit to Ber- 
lin he said an agreement for carrying 
a telegraph line through the German 
territory had been effected through the 
kindness of the emperor, who is a 
broad-minded man. Mr. Rhode-?, pro- 
posed a loan scheme to raise three mil- 
lion pounds by bonds to build the re- 
maining miles of the railroad from the 
Cape to Cairo. The scheme was ap- 
proved by the meeting' unanimously.

Ground Broken For New Hall at Norwich Uni- 


versity In Honor of the Admiral. 


Northfield, Vt., May 2.—Ground was 


broken at Norwich university yesterday 
for the hall which is to be erected in 
honor of Admiral Dewey and named for 
him. 
As it was at this university that 


the hero of Manila received instructions 
in his 'boyhood the citizens of the Gi*en 
Mountain state came forward with the 
necessary funds for the structure. 
Shortly after noon a procession was 
formed in the puibllc square, headed by 
the cadets, and made up of a large num- 
ber of invited guests, trustees and mem- 
bers of the faculty, together with dele- 
gations of citizen* an<l visitors, and 
moved to tae site of t>he new buildin*. 
President Brown was the last speaker. 
He paid a glowing tribute to Admiral 
Dewey, as well as making a pleasing 
reference to Captain Clark, who com- 
manded the Oregon in the late wa/r. 
Speaker Haskins of the house spoke for 
the stata of Vermont, and said that no 
graduate of Norwich university would 
ever be found giving aid to the enemy of 
his country. lie said that when the hall 
was finished the cadets would find in- 
spiration in its name and in the deeds 
of Admiral Dewey, who was brave in 
war, wise in diplomacy and profound in 
statesmanship. 


Captain Clark was1 the next speaker, 


but it was some minutes before the 
cheers which greeted him died down so 
that he could make his remarks. He 
said that the brilliant achievement •!! 
Admiral Dewey of a year ago, when he 
annihilated the Spanish fleet, and th« 
no'ble purposa for which this assembly 
gathered an the flrst anniversary of that 
glorious day, were alike worthy of elo- 
quent tributes to the great commander. 
It wae the privilege of our great adimirSQ 
to flrst wear the blue uniform as a Nor- 
wich cadet, and it was his good' f ortun* 
to receive his flrst military instruction 
at this university. Captain Clark then 
took a shovel and turned the sod, and 
the exercises closed by th« ringing ot 
"America."

First of the Wounded Heroes to 


Return to San Francisco. 


STORIES OP THEIB EXPEBIENOE8. 


One Thought That He Had Been Kill- 


ed and Another That He H«d Trip- 
ped—A Volunteer Swallowed the 
Ballet "Which Hit Him — Another 
Spun Around Like a Top. 


The wounded heroes are coming 


home. The shattered, broken men who 
fell while charging the Filipino trenches 
are being brought back. They are taken 
to the Presidio hospitals. There a few 
of the cnrioxie gather to look at their 
sunken cheeks, to comment upon their 
wounds, to listen to their tales of ad- 
venture in a strange, far land. Here 
ond there a tender woman brings them 
flowers and a smile. Relatives carry 
out words of cheer or pity. But there 
is none of the extravagant demonstra- 
tion which accompanied their outgoing. 


Yet these are the first men to bear 


their wounds back to San Francisco 
since the dread days of the civil war. 
And they are the first few who pioneer 
the way for the many who will come 
limping home in the days yet to be. 
San Francisco might be expected to 
show more interest in these stout heart- 
ed lads who have borne the shock of 
hattle and behaved like veterans in the 
time of stress. But the wounded men 
are cheery. 
They are proud of their 


share in the conflict. Here are some of 
their experiences: 


Charles G. Hammonds, private, Com- 


pany F, Twentieth Kansas volunteers, 
was wounded in the left leg Feb. 5, 
two miles from Manila. He tells his 
story in these words: 


"We discovered a big force of the 


enemy in trenches directly in front of 
us. 
"We were ordered to take the 


trenches. The boys gave a tremendous 
yell and rushed forward. I had gone 
about 100 feet when a 'nigger' hnllet 
hit me in the left leg and dropped me. 
I did not realize that I was shot for sev- 
eral seconds, and thinking I had trip- 
ped attempted to rise. An awfnl pain 
ran through me from my leg up. I felt 
of my thigh and discovered my wound. 
In the meantime the boys had run on 
and I was alone. My wound bled pro- 
fusely and I had no emergency bandage, 
but a wounded officer, whose name I 
never learned, who was returning from 
the front, bound tip my leg so I would 
not bleed to death. He 'tried to assist 
me to the field hospital, which was lo- 
cated three-quarters of a mile away, be- 
hind a knoll. With his aid I hopped and 
crawled a greater portion of the dis- 
tance, when some members of my regi- 
ment discovered my predicament and 
made a litter of their coats and guns 
and carried me to the field surgeons." 


George B. Abrams, musicisn, com- 


pany H, Fourteenth infantry, received 
a severe wound in the left aide Feb. 
18, at Paranca, while his regiment was 
pursuing the Filipinos toward Caloo- 
can. Here is his story : 


"Onr officers, cool and nervy, urged 


us to hold back and draw the enemy's 
fire, so that we could locate them before 
charging. Bvt the men could not be 
held, and the officers, seeing what the 
file was up to, led their companies, 
with a whoop and a yell, right into the 
trenches where the Filipinos were ly- 
ing/ Those 'niggers' are not cowards by 
any means, but they cannot fight a lit- 
tle bit. Several times Aguinaldo's men 
remained behind their, breastworks un- 
til they were prodded out by the bay- 
onets of the charging Americans. Com- 
pany M of the Fourteenth lost mora 
men than any company in the regiment. 
During the fight at Paranca, where I 
was wounded, Company M was caught 
in a terrific cross fire, and had the Fili- 
pinos been any kind of marksmen M 
company would have been annihilated. 
We were ordered to the asssietance of 
M company, and aa we ran into the 
open a Mauser bullet caught me in the 
left side. I was knocked about 2C ^.eet 
and tumbled. 
My whole body was 


numb, and I thought it was all up with 
me. 
The bullet only plowed a hole in 


my side, however." 


Fred Knhn, private, Company C, 


First Nebraska volunteers, was shot in 
the left leg Feb. 6, in the assault to get 
possession of the Manila waterworks, 
which were held by Aguinaldo's follow- 
ers. His tale follows: J'When we were 
about a mile from the Waterworks, a 
Mauser bullet penetrated my left leg 
ranged upward, and I was out of th» 
fight. My sensations when wounded 
were most peculiar, and I cannot intel- 
ligently describe them. The impact of 
the ball seemed to completely paralyze 
all my powers. I felt as if I was spin- 
ning arounS like a big top and my com- 
rades picked me up 20 feet from where 
I was standing when hit." 


"One of the strangest cases In the 


hospital," said another soldier, "was 
that of Private Woodrich of the South 
Dakota regiment. He was a dysentery 
patient and was sent to the morgue 
three times, but he is still alive. The 
dread disease so weakened him that he 
frequently fainted, and on the occasions 
referred to the surgeon looked at him 
and said he was dead. He was. placed 
in the grewst>rne army coffin and carried 
to the deadhonse. Consciousness came 
back to him, and he crawled back to 
the hospital door and knocked to attract 
the attention of the attendants. He 
went through this experience three 
times, and the doctors are now con- 
vinced he cannot be killed. 


"Probably the most peculiar wound 


treated in hospital was a volunteer sol- 
dier who was shot squarely in the nose 
by a Mauser. The ball ranged down- 
ward into his mouth, and he swallowed 
it. Strange, too, the, wound in his face 
did not bother him very much. The 
surgeon put a piece of court plaster on 
the orifice where the ball entered, and 
he got well."—San Francisco Exam- 
iner.

Convicts Who Trained Rats to Give Warn- 


!J ing of the Approach of Keepers While 


> They Sawed Their Cell Bars—A Sheriff 
| Rewarded For Vigilance. 


A story told by W. B. Ryan, an old 


Ohio sheriff, illustrates the ingenuity 
ol criminals. Ryan was sheriff of Cuya- 
hoga coupty for several years and re- 
fused a third or fourth nomination for 
the office for the reason that the county 
jail in Cleveland was so old and dilapi- 
dated that the watching of the 70 or 80 
prisoners was more of a job than he 
cared to keep. While he was still in 
charge a notorious criminal named Fos- 
ter and an accomplice were convicted 
and sentenced to a long term of im- 
prisonment in the Ohio penitentiary. 
At that time the juil was crowded, and 
Sheriff Ryan was compelled to place 
both convicted men in tho same cell. 


The sheriff lived in the county build- 


ing, and on tho night following the con- 
viction of" Foster he went to bed soon 
after supper, intending to get up early 
the next morning and take the two 
prisoners to the penitentiary. 
About 


midnight he awoke with a start. He 
•was trembling violently and was con- 
vinced that trouble was brewing in the 
jail. 


"There's something wrong in the 


jail," he said to his wife, "and I'll bet 
Foster is about ready to break out. I'm 
going down stairs to look around." 


Dressing himself, he put a revolver 


into his pocket and noiselessly went 
down to the chief jailer's room on the 
first floor. Abe A brains, his deputy, 
was guarding the jail door. 


"What's the matter?" asked Abrams. 
"What's wrong in the jail?" returned 


the sheriff. 


"Nothing," replied Abrams. 
"Haven't you heard the noise of 


saws?" asked Ryan. 


"Nope, and they ain't been working, 


or I'd heard 'em, as I've been laying 
mighty quiet." 


Ryan was suspicions and listened at- 


tentively at the jail door. There was no 
noise except an occasional snore of one 
of the prisoners. 


"Abe," said Ryan, "I'm certain Fos- 


ter and his pal are up to mischief. I've 
been feeling it in my bones all night, 
and I'm going to sneak in two tiers un- 
der their cell and listen." 


He opened the jail door noiselessly 


and crept through the jail until he was 
under Foster's cell. He had not made 
the slightest noise. Of that he was cer- 
tain. He breathed regularly and with as 
little noisa as possible, and he could 
not detect a sound which indicated that 
an effort was being made to saw the 
cell bars. Nevertheless, he could not 
get rid of his suspicion and remained 
there perfectly quiet until 5 o'clock. 
Then he went to breakfast, called a 
deputy and, placing the handcuffs and 
leg irons on Foster and his confederate, 
prepared to take them to Columbus on 
an early train. 


"As soon as we leave," said the 


sheriff to Abrams, "you search the cell 
and telegraph me the result at Colnm- 
bns." 


When Columbus was reached about 


noon, this message was handed to Ryan: 


Found two dozen fine file saws in cell. 


ABHAMS. 


Ryan handed the telegram to the 


prisoners, and when they read it they 
langhecl. 


"You see, boys, that you may be 


pretty foxy, but you couldn't beat the 
old man," said the sheriff. 


"That's right," said Foster; "but 


what made you come into the jqjl last 
night and stay so long? WhoTputyou 
on?" 


"Nobody," answered Ryan. "I just 


guessed it. But how did you know I 
was there? Did you hear me?" 


"Not a sound. Yon made a qniet 


eneakfor such a big man," said Fos- 
ter's pal. 


"Then how did you know I was 


there?-" persisted the sheriff. 


"Now, see here, Mr. Ryan," replied 


Foster. "We're in for a long term, and 
if yon will put a good word in for us 
•we'll tell you our secret." 


"Agreed!" said Ryan. 
""Well, where we got the saws is 


neither here nor there and none of your 
business," taid Foster, "but we knew 
you were watching us and knew that if 
we wanted to give you the slip we 
would have to exercise more than or- 
dinary or human vigilance. Now, the 
jail is full of rats, and jail rats, having 
been killed so often by way of amuse- 
ment for the prisoners, are timid. Rats 
liko meat. We saved some of our meat 
at supper every night and scattered it 
in front of the cell. The rats soon real- 
ized that we meant them no harm, 
and after a number of experiments they 
would allow one of us to feed them 
while tho other worked. Rats have a 
keener sense of hearing than men, and 
if an outsider should appear they would 
run. Well, when yon sneaked into the 
jail last night we didn't hear you, but 
the rats did. They scampered and we 
quit. When yon left, the rats returned, 
but it was too late then, and the game 
was up." 
i 


The records of county commissioners 


show that on the following day a requi- 
sition was received from the sheriff's 
office calling for two dozen rat traps 
and a case of rat poison. Pigeonholed 
in the prosecuting attorney's office is an 
indictment entitled "State of Ohio ver-. 
sus Rodent, for aiding and abetting the 
attempted escape of certain prisoners of 
the state from tho county jail of Cuya- 
hoga county, state of Ohio." 
This 


charge never camo to trial, and the de- 
fendants suffered capital punishment 
whenever captured without even hav- 
ing a hearing.—Cleveland Letter.

TRIBUTETO FEMALE NURSES 


PraA»e From an Oregon Volunteer. 


A Skillful Weatcrn Sturgeon. 


P. Lynch Garrett of Company E, Sec- 


ond Oregon, the first company of Amer- 
icans that marched into Manila in Au- 
gust, 1898, has written a letter to his 
brother, T. G. Garrett of Alabama, rof • 
erence and index clerk in the office of 
the secretary of the senate, in which he 
gives boundless praise to the women 
nurses and to the skill of a western eur- 
gecn in the hospital of Manila. Young 
Gnrrett had to be operated on i'or ap- 
pendicitis, and for several months was 
between life and death. He has almost 
fully recovered now and writes: 


"The advent of tho female govern- 


ment nurses—not tho Red Cross—hero 
has been a perfect godsend to the, sick 
soldiers, for the change to the better 
management of the vrards of this large 
hospital was almost instant and is be- 
coming daily better, for there was room 
for improvement." 


He was operated upon by Major Fitz- 


gerald, surgeon major of the Minnesota 
regiment. "The operation for appendi- 
citis," he writes, "is dangerous in the 
United States, but here in the tropics it 
is a desperate one. But, owing to the 
skill of Dr. Fitzgerald, not a case has 
been lost." 


Garrett says the Filipinos are in- 


capable of self government, and declares 
that the- administration policy toward 
them is perfectly right. The letter is 
dated March 13. At that time, he eays, 
Aguinaldo had been completely super- 
seded in command and influence by one 
of his generals. The only thing that has 
held the insurgents together, according 
to Garrett, was Aguinaldo's promise to 
capture Manila and turn the city over 
to them to loot and burn and to murder 
all the Spanish and foreign residents.— 
Washington Special St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

—• The New York Post's correspondent 
at Pasig, Philippine Islands, writing 
under date of March 16 about the cap- 
ture of tha city, says: Yesterday Gen- 
eral Wheaton's flying brigade captured 
Pasig, after a desperate resistance by 
the insurgents and completed tbe first 
task allotted to it, that of cutting the 
rebel forces in two, opening np the 
country from Manila to Laguna Bahia, 
the large lake ten railed inland, and 
commanding the lake itself. The net 
result, besides the above, has been the 
capture of about COO prisoners, mai:y 
cascos, large quantities of provisions 
and supplies, the destruction of consid- 
erable food supplies not available for 
the army, the gathering in by the rntn 
of thousands of chickens and ducks and 
many sin nil pigs and goats, the burn- 
ing of many houses, including a part of 
Pasig, and the killing and wounding of 
an indefinite nninber of Agninaldo's 
soldiers, mounting into the hundreds, 
and all this with the loss of 4 of our 
men killed ami about 20 wounded. 


This disparity in the casualties is ac- 


counted for by the difference in the 
marksmanship of the 
two armies. 


Nearly every American soldier is a fair 
shot with a rifle and is willing to ex- 
pose himself enough to take careful aim 
when he phoots, while the natives are 
estremely poor shots and stick so close- 
ly to cover that their bullets fly -wild 
and high. An example of this was the 
fight of two companies of the Oregon 
regiment against about an equal force 
of the enemy yesterday. The natives 
were behind a good earthwork along 
the east bank of the San Mateo river, a 
milo in tho rear of Pasig, while the 
Oregons advanced along a flat on the 
opposite side of the river, unaware of 
the presence of the enemy. They were 
moving parallel with the intrench- 
ments, at a distance of 200 yards in 
colnrnn of twos, when they were sur- 
prised with a volley of Mauser and 
Remington bullets, every one of which 
went over their heads. They dropped 
to the ground immediately, faced the 
enemy and opened fire by volleys. IE 
the face of this fire the insurgents did 
not dare raise their heads far enough 
above their earthworks to make their 
shooting effective. Then the troops were 
moved to a more advantageous position 
across a little bluff and deployed be- 
hind a bamboo fence that lined the road 
on the river bank, and during this 
movement the natives fired volley after 
volley without hitting a single man. 
When tbe new position was occupied, 
20 men having been detailed as sharp- 
shooters to take up advantageous posi- 
tions, one company resumed volley fir- 
ing, and the other fired at will, the 
sharpshooters doing good work on all of 
the enemy who exposed themselves. 


The insurgents were constantly re-en- 


forced by the Filipinos driven out cf 
the city, where the Twentieth infantry 
was pushing them from house to house 
and street to street. The trenches were 
so constructed with protected entrances 
that these re-enforcements could enter 
them without exposure. Finally one 
company secured a somewhat flanking 
position on high ground, and in a few 
minutes they heard the order, "Vomoos, 
vomoos," on the other side of tbe river, 
and the natives hastily retired, after 
having held their works for two hours. 
A canoe was secured, and a squad cross- 
ed the river, finding 38 dead and two 
wounded lying in the trench. Not a 
casualty occurred among the American 
troops, although they were under a 
steady rain of bullets all this time and 
practically without cover. 


Owing to the lack of sufficient-force, 


in the opinion of the commanding gen- 
eral, the best month iu the year for 
operations here was permitted to go by 
without an advance. The arrival of the 
Twentieth and Twenty-second regi- 
ments from San Francisco and the 
Fourth and one battalion of the Seven- 
teenth from New York gave the force 
needed, and a special flying brigade 
was organized to begin pushing the na- 
tives back into the mountains and 
breaking up their organization. 
This 


brigade is composed of the Twentieth, 
Twenty-second, two battalions of the 
Oregons, two battalions of the Wash- 
ingtons, three troops of the Fourth cav- 
alry, one mounted on American horses 
brought ont from San Francio"" and 
two or three Filipino ponies, and tvo 
guns of the Sixth artillery, assisted in 
its present operations by two protected 
gunboats on the Pasig river, manned by 
detachments from the Utah battery and 
arjned with one 3 pounder ea.ch, one 
rapid fire gun and two Gatlings. 


On the afternoon of Sunday, March 


12, the Twentieth, Twenty-second and 
the Oregons marched oat of the city of 
San Pedro Macati and went into carnp 
behind a causeway in the rear of the 
intrenchments that have been held i'or 
the past month by the Californians, 
Washingtons and Sixth artillery, the 
cavalry already being in position on 
the extreme right. At daylight on the 
morning of the 13th the advance began, 
and there was no rest until darkness set 
in again. 


The plan of attack was for the line 


to advance to the southeast, in echelon 
to its front, the right first, nntil it had 
reached & point where a turning move- 
ment to the left would bring the right 
resting on the Laguna and the whole 
line fronting on the Pasig river. The 
line was composed, from right to left, 
of the Twenty-second, Twentieth, Ore- 


gon and Washington, the latter being 
tbe pivot. The cavalry scon ted to the 
right, and the artillery remained with 
the left, facing the strong position of 
the enemy at Gnadalnpe church, which" 
the Washingtons were to assault when 
the flank had been turned by the right 
of our line. Off to the right Krags of 
the Twenty-second.aoon began popping 
and a little later the Twentieth got to 
work. The artillery then began firing 
npon Guadalupe, having advanced ono 
•onJp^

Tb«jK 
had one gun posted in a strong earth-J 
work at the bend of the river, com-^ 
manding the approach along the rlverl 
road, but one of the guns of the Sfcctsbj 
was run up the road to a good position; 
and knpck'qd it out with Its third ahct^ 
It took two bonrs of fighting to Q}MK 
out the enemy from the woods so ae $9 
open the road to travel and to 
the fire at Pasig. 


The brigade then went into 


near the road. Early in the

It was marvelous that a great many 


of onr men were not killed, yet not'evea 
a water buffalo was hit. 
Three com- 


panies of the Oregons were then sta- 
tioned on the blnft overlooking theriva? 
and within 1,800 yards of Pasig, to pro- 
tect the road, and the column meveS 
on. All day the road was under the fir* 
w sharpshooters from the intrench- 
ments and the church tower at Pasig. 
kept down to a minimum by the fire ol 
the troops on the bill, who were undet 
fire all day and had one man severely 
wounded. 


The work of the second day was don» 


by the Twenty-second and the cavalry, 
on the extreme right, the latter having* 
four men badly wonnded. They cap»i 
tnred Taguig, which was fired by th«i 
natives before leaving, and advancedl 
their lines to the Laguna. In the after- 
noon tha Washingtons captured Patero^] 
after a brilliant charge on a strong inj 
trenchment, thus opening a crossing oe 
the river to Pagig. About the same time* 
two companies of--the Oregons crossedj 
the river west of Pasig and advance^ 
along the Sari Mnteo river to develop1 
the position of the enemy across thati 
stream, and to drive ont those still inj 
the hills opposite the lines. This they! 
accomplished after a hot fight. 


On the morning of tbe loth the at»[ 


tack on Paalg began. Tbe two compa-i 
nies of the Qregons on the bluff covered1 
tbe city with volleys to protect the a<}-' 
vance of the troops, while two more 
crossed, as on the previous day, to get 
on the flank and rear of the city on the1 
opposite side of the San Mateo, whera1 
they had the fight previously described., 
Tbe Washingtons swung around to th» 
right of the city, and the Twentieth1 
was ferried across the Pasig to the flrsti 
island, the city standing on two islands, 
being divided by a creek crossed by & 
single stone bridge. This crossing wasr 
covered by the Oregons, who poured* 
volley after volley into the intrench- 
ments and the churchyard, where thai 
insurgents were stationed behind a 
stone fence. 
Although armed with 


Springfields, and the distance was 1,800 
yards, the fire wag so accurate that the- 
natives were compelled to hug their 
defenses, and the crossing and deploy-' 
ment of the Twentieth were mado 
without a casualty. 


The Twentieth then advanced gal-; 


lantly into the city, and for an houtf 
was heard the steady rattle of musketry! 
as the insurgents were forced front 
house to house and barricade to barri- 
cade. By 4 o'clock in the afternoon th» 
city was taken and tbe whole delta be» 
tween it and the Laguna was cleared ot 
insurgents.

MUNICIPAL 
SPKINK.MNG. 


The streets must be sprinkled ,and 


5f there is no one to sprinkle them as a 
private enterprise we suppose the city 
must assume the work. But tlie city 
is not an all-powerful corporation, and 
it should not be used as the burden- 
bearer for everybody and everything. 
It is popular, of course, to make a 
clamor in favor of the city doing every- 
thing under the sun. Once a thing is 
dumped on the city the interests who 
have succeeded in doing the dumping 
have their hands in the public pocket 
and all is well from their point of 
view. Besides it is a nice^ thing to 
have the city to kick at, to raise issues 
against, for by having it at hand for 
such purposes there is always some- 
thing that can be attacked for the sake 
of attracting a little attention. 


It is a very easy matter to suggest 


that the city assume street sprinkling, 
in fact it would be easy to suggest that 
it go into the business of chimney- 
sweeping, but the old saying holds 
good, "it is easier 
said than done." 


How is the city at the present time to 
successfully and equitably take up 
street sprinkling? The law provides 
for the city doing the work and as- 
sessing the cost on the abutters, or it 
may be done by general taxation. The 
city, if it assumes this work, must 
either equip itself for the purpose or 
have the sprinkling done by contract. 
There is no doubt that the city should 
not at this time purchase expensive 
apparatus and a number of horses and 
maintain them all the year round to 
meet a condition lasting during sum- 
mer months only. If it should let the 
sprinkling by contract it would be 
doing little more than making itself the 
collector for the sprinkling concern. 
There is no possibility of competitors 
bidding for the work, for there are not 
many local men prepared to do it, and 
so the city would most likely find it- 
self paying the price or going without 
the sprinkling. 


If it were decided to do the sprink- 


ling by assessing it in the general tax 
list all citizens would have an undoubt- 
ed right to demand that all the streets 
be sprinkled, which, on account of the 
cost, is impracticable on the very face 
of it. If it were decided to do the sprink- 
ling and assess the abetters, who would 
gay what streets should and what 
strees should not be sprinkled? It 
would be necessary to have enough 
sprinkled to make it worth while doing 
the -work, to meet the cost, and it is a 
question whether the people are willing 
to have the city force street sprinkling 
on them whether they want it or not. 
Besides, the city cannot 'assess the full 
cost on the abutters very easily. The 
exact cost cannot be determined in ad- 
vance and an exact apportionment can- 
not be made. In the large cities where 
sprinkling is done by the city hall there 
is always a portion of the expens; com- 
ing out of the general treasury. The 
city cannot legally assess more than 
the actual cost and to avoid illegal as- 
-Bessment has to make sure that it as- 
sesses less, being prepared to meet the 
balance. Then the cost must be assessed 
the Fame year or raised by taxation the 
same year. How are we to do this at 
this late day and not got mixed up? 


These are but a few of the difficulties 


in the way of successfully and equitab- 
ly sprinkling the streets by the muni- 
cipality. 
There are besides reasons 


which should cause us to think a little 
beforer going into that business or any 
business in. a like way. 
As we have 


"said ,if there will be no sprinkling b> 
private enterprise then the city must 
do the work no matter how difficult or 
unfair it would be. But if the city must 
go into this work let it go into it prop- 
erly and indulge in no temporizing. 
Th's would be economy in the end.

The doughty Aladdin Edward 
in a published interview makes out this 
case against himself: 


"I sent my own pamphlets on 'The 


Hell of War" and upon 'Criminal Ag- 
gression' to tho members of the peace 
commission, including Admiral Dewey, 
and to several 'Of the generals of the 
army whom I believe ti bo persons of 
humane disposition—perhaps as much 
shocked by the orders from home as we 
have boon hero. 1 also wrote to the 
secretary ot war and to Mr. Henry 
MacFarland for a copy of tho army 
register checked so as to indicate what 
regiments and officers may bo now in 
tho Philippine- Islands, in order that I 
might send a very considerable number 
of pamphlets to their addresses. I 
should be very glad to receive mailing 
lists for this purpose, as I have not se- 
cured the army register. Being in com- 
munication with Secretary Gage on 
other subjects, I informed him of my 
purpose, hoping that the facts might be 
presented in cabinet meeting." 


"I havo not secured the army regis- 


ter!" Small wonder. The one thing 
to be said relative to this conduct is 
that noted men havo tho inalienable 
right to make as big fools of them- 
selves as they want to.

Boston, May 2.—Admiral Pewey and 


his victory in the bay of Manila on the 
morning of May 1,1898, were celebrated 
by the Essex club in Young's hotel last 
evening. 
The banquet was graced by 


the presence of Secretary of the Navy 
Long, while an added cause fop en- 
thusiasm was given by the presence of 
two of the officers of Dewey's fleet, who 
aided in the annihilation of Montijo's 
ships—Captain Wildes of the Boston and 
Lieutenant Commander Rees, executive 
officer on the flagship Olympia. 
The 


navy was also represented by Com- 
mander 
Selfridge 
of the 
lighthouse 


board, who was executive officer on the 
Puritan, and Lieutenant Commander 
Wilmer, navigator on the Monadnock 
when she made her trip to the relief ol 
Dewey. 


It was Dewey night and navy night 


from start to finish, with now and then 
parenthetical allusions to the state ol 
affairs as they now exist; and while all 
the speakers deplored the bloodshed 
consequent on the taking the Philippin ., 
they stoutly upheld the administration 
in its acts, and hopefully looked to the 
time when t e Filipinos shall have coi : 
to such a state that congress can give to 
them full self-government 


President Myer of the club introduced 


the speakers, Secretary Lonig being the 
first to receive greetings of the club. He 
spoke as foliowsi 


JOHN D. LONU. 


"In behalf of the navy I thank the 


Essex club for celebrating this day, 
which is ori(j of the most conspicuous fn 
naval annals, and in paying its tribute 
of respect and admiration to the most 
conspicuous naval hero of recent times. 
I cannot claim him, however, for the 
navy alone. 
Nor can I claim that your 


plaudits are solely on account of his 
naval distinction. 
By his display of 


large powers of administration, by his 
poise and prudence, and by his great dis- 
cretion, not only in act, but also in word, 
which is almost more important, he has 
proved himself a great representative 
citizen, as well as a great naval hero. 
In the cluster of military celebrities of 
the recent war, Dawey easily stands at 
the front. 
No captain ever faeed a 


more crucial test than when, a year ago 
this morning, thousands of miles from 
home, with every foreign port In the 
world shut to him, nothing between him 
and annihilation but the thin sheathing 
of his ships, his cannon and his devoted 
officers and men, he moved upon ths 
enemy's batteries on shore and on sea 
with that unflinching1 faith and nerve 
which sometimes fail other men even of 
courage and spirit, and, before the sun 
was half way up the heavens, had si- 
lenced the guns of the foe, sunk the hos- 
tile fleet, demonstrated the superiority 
of the American sea power, and trans- 
ferred from Spain to the United States 
an empire of the islands of the Pacific. 


"I do not forget th*t whil« calibrat- 


ing- the g-Jorious record of our navy you 
are also, in common with all good citi- 
zens, keenly alivs to the new problems 
which, as a legacy of the war, ar« upon 
us. The discussion that has arisen is 
interesting and vital. As happens in all 
discussion, there is danger of aair.'gmis- 
le*j/by terms and of the appearance o£ 
greater differences than really exist. 


"It is worth while to remember that 


there are certain points on which all 
sides are substantially agreed. On* of 
these is that it wa» the national duty not 
to permit the Philippine* to rftvert to 
Spain. I believe that no more un- 
patriotic utterance, or one more unjust 
to the administration of the government 
of our country has been uttered than ttie 
•tatement which I s«e now and then, 
that 'the treatment of the Cubans by 
Spain, or the Armenians by tJja Turks, 
is not to be compared with our oourae 
toward the Filipinos in wanton and de- 
ll-berate cruelty.' The mind that can 
utter such an extravagance is so en- 
tirely warped that its Judgmtnt is value- 
loss. 


"When the statement has been made 


that the treatment of the Cubans or the 
Armenians wa» not worst than our 
tteatment of the Filipinos In wanton 
and deliberate cruelty, I understand that 
this is charged not as an Incident to 
the condition of war, but as the de- 
liberate action of the administration. If 
that is so, it is an .unutterably mean, 
unwarranted and contemptible asser- 
tion. 
Any mind that is so entirely per- 


verted shows that It is not true, and that 
the administration has had no purpose 
of wanton and deliberate oruelty, or any 
Injury to the Filipinos. 


"Its first, constant and last instruc- 


tion has been to insure tiem every help 
to bettor conditions. 
If you will read 


the recent proclamatoln, issued by the 


of wbjoU 


man Is at the head, you are blind If you 
do not see that it tenders to them every 
advantage of good government and civil- 
ization. 
\ 


"In the prosecution of the war with 


Spain, it is clear that, as a military 
movement, as proved by its success, the 
thing to do was to strike at Spain in the 
Philippine islands. 
And that, having 


conquered her there, we held the Phil- 
ippines as a result of the war. Per- 
sonally, I should have been very glad If, 
as I said once before, that 
elephant 


ha.d ns v er been put upon our hands. But 
at the end of the war the islands were 
In our hands. 
There was almost a 


unanimity of agreement—our beloved 
senator, Mr. Hoar, himself agreeing— 
that these islands should hot be left in 
the hands of Spain. 


"The president had given strict orders 


to General Otis-to avoid conflict in every 
possible way, and General Otis had so 
notified Aguinaldo. The latter, instead 
of seeking peaceful settlement, went on 
waging war on the city and on our 
troops lawfully there. In the discharge 
of his duty to maintain law and order, 
certainly the president was justified In 
suppressing these attacks. And, if the 
best means of defense was, for the time 
being, to assume the offensive after such 
provocation, in order to prevent further 
attacks, he was justified in that. 


"It seems to me that this is the flrat 


thing to- be done, and this the adminis- 
tration is endaavorimg to do. Second, 
to go on, through the Schurman peace 
commission, as that commission is en- 
deavoring to do, and as speedily as pos- 
sible, get into communication with the 
leading influences among the natives 
and 
secure 
some adjustment. Mr. 


Schurman's last advices are encourag- 
ing in this -espect. 


"The third thing- for the administra- 


tion is, while thus insuring order and 
doing every thing- to secure an adjust- 
ment with negatives, to wait the ac- 
tion of congress, which must determine 
what the disposition of these islands la 
to be. My personal views are of very 
little conse iuence, but I have already 
expressed them to .the effect that I 
should be t tad to see every step taken 
toward the.r ultimate self-government 
.•is soon as they show their capacity for 
i>, and, as soon as there shall toe proper 
guarantees of order and protection to 
property and organization of govern- 
ment in a t table'manner. 


"You certainly may be sure of one 


thing, that the administration is just as 
humane and just as eager to do right as 
any man o 
1 woman in Massachusetts, 


and that is the highest standard I know 
of on all this footstool. You may be sure 
that it has not the lc«et idea of putting 
any shackle or fetter on any Filipino, 
not so much as a cotton twine string- 
around his ankles. You may be sure 
that it is more eager to stop bloodshed 
and secure pease than you are, because, 
it has to bear the responsibility. You 
may fee sure that it will do everything 
it can to carry the blessings of our own 
civilization to those islands of-the sea, 
and that its highest ambition will be ful- 
filled if through its efforts the people 
there emerging from the oppression and 
darkness of centuries sliall come out into 
the light of the new world and be set 
upon the way to the enjoyment of the 
same liberties, the same education, the 
same progress, the same homes, the same 
government, the same large, generous, 
happy life which is now the heritage of 
every American citizen in, whatever part 
«f the great American Union be lives. 


"The good news of the last few days, 


"with its promise of pacification and ad- 
'justment upon the lines of an enlight- 
ened and mutually helpful relation, is 
the best justification of his action and 
the best answer to any criticism of his 
policy, or to the charge that hs has been 
drifting without any policy at all. 
In 


his efforts, you men of Essex—grand old 
patriotic name—can hinder him or aid 
him. 
You are fre'e agents and have 


the right to do as you please. You can 
pelt him with brickbats, or you can give 
hnn a cordial word and a helping hand. 
Whidh shall it be?" 


The next speaker was Lieutenant Com- 


mander Corwin T. Rees of the Newport 
torpedo station, who on the memorable 
day carried out the orders of Admiral 
Dewey as executive officer of the flagship 
Olymfiia. His 
speech 
complimented 


President McKinley and Secretary Long 
for theh- able foresight in supplying 
t>ewey's fleet with the necessary fighting 
material. He said the battle was the 
most daring ift its execution of this or 
any othM war. It seemed incompre- 
hensible that an unarmored squadron 
could dash through suoh a storm of shot 
and shell and emerge without the loss of 
a ship, arnan'orameal. Never was there 
such a lesson of eternal vigilance so well 
•xemp lifted. 


No one ever asked or questioned which 


vessel led the fleet, for one master mind 
directed all. Dewey staked all because 
ha had confidence in American seamen. 
Mr. Eees closed his remarks by briefly 
recounting the different events in the 
battle, as seen from the bridiga of the 
Olympia. 


"While his speech was extremely inter- 


esting and entertaining-, the club listened 
evan mere intently to the clear, unvar- 
nished tale of Captain Wildes, wfts> com- 
manded the cruiser Boston, and who read 
to the club his own report of the fight, 
which report is now among thei files of 
the navy department. 


Captain Wildes did not attempt elo-

THE VERY LAST STEP 


Taken In Negotiations Incident to 


the Eecent War With Spain. 


Cambon Handed the $20,000,- 


000 For the Philippines. 


Our Late Enemy Gets a Big Premium Through 


a Deal With a Spanish Bank. 


WasWnHon. May 8.—Jules Cambon, 


ambassador extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary of France, strolled alonp 
into iflhe state department yesterday 
afternoon, and was handed the $20,000,- 
000 which the Unuited States gives to 
Spain in return for the latter's claim on 
the Philippine Islands. 


No extra precaution, was taken to 


guard the transfer of such a large 
amount. 
Secretary Hay received the 


ambassador in the diplomatic room, 
where the transfer took place with little 
formality. 


The ambassador handed the secretary 


a formal receipt, which had been al- 
ready prepared, and It was handed by 
Secretary Hay to Frank A. Brannagan, 
the disbursins officer of the department 
of state, to be filed away. One copy was 
gtven to M. Cambon, another will be 
sent to United States Minister Storer, a 
third goes to the United States minister 
at Paris, Mr Porter, and a fourth copy 
to the auditor of the treasury. 


But it was neither In shining gold or 


crisp greenbacks that the transfer was 
made. Four drafts on the United States 
treasury in the sum of $5,000,000 each 
had been prepared, of Jeffersonian sim- 
plicity in design and execution—brown 
ink on slips of paper about the size of 
a bank note, and numbered as "dip- 
lomatic warrants 4608-4512," inclusive. 
They ware sigmqd by Assistant Secretary 
Yand&rlip, in the absence of Secretary 
Gage, with a plain steel pen in a. rubber 
holder. 


After receiving the $20,000,000, M. Cam- 


bon folded the four warrants and put 
them in his card caee. 
He and Sec- 


retary Hay chatted over the speedy res- 
toration of diplomatic relations between 
the United States and Spain, for this 
marked the very last step of the war 
negogtiatlons. 


MT. Hay desired to know" when the 


Duke d'Aroos would arrive in Wash- 
ington. 
M. Cambon said he thought 


the Spanish minister would conwj in 
atiout two or three weeks, but he was not 
certain of this, and he said this should be 
left largely to the duke's personal con- 
venience. 


A cable notification was sent to Mad- 


rid concerning the payment, and pre- 
parations made for having the war- 
rants paid c.nd the funds forwarded. 
This, howaver, will not be dong today, 
arid the four warrants remain for the 
time being in Washing-ton. 
The money 


will be deposited in the City National 
bank of New York for the ambassador. 


Spain will realize considerably more 


than the face value of these warrants, by 
a deal in which the Bank of Spain agrees 
to give 115,750,000 pesetas for the four 
jh-afts, this representing a premium nf 
$2,166,303. 
The Bank of Spain, how- 


ever, undoubtedly reckons tt> nay Spain 
in silver or credit lor American drafts, 
which call for and are worth their face 
value in gold. 
Thisi makes the premium 


•till higher. 


Livsg Sacrificed In War. 


Washington, May 2.—A memorandum 


has been prepared at the war depart- 
ment comparing the losses in the Span- 
ish war with the firsi year of the Civil 
war. The aggregate strength of troops 
employed during the war with Spain 
was approximately 275,000, covering the 
period from May, 1898, to April 1899, in- 
clusive. During this time the deaths 
from all causes was 6190, or ZVt percent. 
The mean strength for the first year o* 
the Civil war was 276,371, with an aggre- 
gate loss by deaths of 19,159, being a per- 
centage of 6.8. 


Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, Maqy 2.—Representative t>iii 


rnond introduced in the lower branch ol 
the legislature a bill intended to correct 


'f the error in his original license act thai 


has been causing all the disturbance in 
the last few Jays in connection with the 
giving out of the Boston liquor licenses 
ordinarily granted on May 1. The new 
bill merely strikes out of the original 
act tihe words "number of licenses," 
where they refer to'the total number 
Of 1000 allowed in Boston, and inserts in 
their place the words "licensed places," 
so that there may be no doubt that the 
1000 limit ^rjall apply to places where 
lio;uor is sold and not to specific cer- 
tificates oi' license. 
The bill was re- 


ferred to the committee on rules. 


The bill for a Cape Cod canal by the 


Bass river route was favorably reported. 
The bill contains no requirement for a 
deposit for land damages, and if in many 
respects the most liberal voted by a 
committee for years. 
The route of the 


canal under this bill is from the mouth 
of the Bass river, on Nantucket sound, 
through the towns of Dennis and Tar- 
mouth to a convenient point on Massa- 
chusetts bay or Cape Cod bay, following 
the bed of Bass river through so muoh 
of its course as the company linds ad- 
yisable. 


The committee on federal relations 


favorably reported a bill fixing the 
boundary line between Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire, on the lines sur- 
veyed by the special commission on that 
subject, which reported early in the 
session. 


After a few words t>f debate in the 


senate, the bill to reorganize the cattle 
commission was engrossed. 


On the first call of the calendar, with- 


out debate, the bill for a new house of 
correction to replace that at South Bos- 
ton was engrossed, as was the bill to 
confirm the proceedings of the Lakeville 
town meeting.

The bridesmaids, having arrived pre- 


viously, wait just inside the church door 
for the bride, and on her arrival follow 
her up the aisle, walking two and two. 


The chief bridesmaid stands directly 


behind the bride during the ceremony 
and holds her bouquet, handkerchief 
and gloves, which she hands back to tha 
bride after the ceremony. 


When the ceremony is over, the bride 


and groom walk down the aisle, follow- 
ed by the bridesmaids, and it is in good 
form for them to bow to any intimate 
friend they may recognize while pass- 
ing. The bride's mother now follows, as 
she is naturally anxious to get home and 
be in readiness to welcome her guests. 
Then follow the relatives and guests as 
quickly as possible. 


The guests, ' oth relatives and friends. 


should arrive at the church in good 
time, the near relatives being given the 
front pews. It is always best to have

and bridegroom take their stand in tha 
drawing room and receive the good 
wishes and congratulations of their 
friendF as they arrive.

that she will be very happy, etc. 


When all the guests have arrived, tha 


bride and bridegroom lead the way to 
the refreshment room, where, however, 
now little formality isobscrved. Speeches 
are seldom made, but the health of the 
bride and bridegroom is, of course, 
drunk, and then as soon as the bride 
has cut the cake a slice is placed on a 
plate, cut into fingerlike pieces by one 
ot the servants and handed round to tha 
guests.

The Eagle cotton mill will be started 


by the Windsor company again within 
a very short time, probably inside of 
two weeks. It will be run to its full 
capacity, employing not legs than 150 
persons at the start, and probably 200 
within a short time. Work is now in 
progress getting the mill ready for the 
opening. 


There have been many rumors in re- 


gard to the opening of the mill, which 
has been closed since last June, but 
the company itself had not decided on 
the matter till Saturday 
afternoon. 


This afternoon Col. Bracewell, man- 
ager of the company, announced de- 
finitely that the mill would be opened 
as soon as possible. 


He said that the company was unde- 


cided until Saturday, when it was 
finally determined to take this step. It 
is not generally known that a plan to 
remove all the machinery in the mill, 
which was put in two years ago, to a 
cotton mill in North Carolina, was very 
nearly 
carried 
through. 
Excellent 


offers were made for it, and represent- 
atives of the companies interested were 
in this city. But after considering the 
matter the Windsor company decided 
to keep the machinery here, and to 
start the mill. 


This anouncement will be received 


with pleasure by the entire city, as it 
means the reopening of an important 
factor in the mill industry of the city. 


The company has secured J. C. Pow- 


ers, a well known mill man, as superin- 
tendent of the mill. He has had long 
experience, having worked in RKode 
Island mills, and more recently in the 
North Pawnal Mills. He is well known 
here. 


There are a number of other matters 


of interest in connection with the 
Windsor works which arer umored, 
but none of them are far enough devel- 
oped to be announced definitely, Col- 
onel Bracewell said when asked about 
them this afternoon. The works are 
not in a transition stage, as the line of 
work is constantly being changed to 
a higher grade, and it is hard to tell 
just what will be done. 


It is evident, however, that more 


raom will have to be made for some ot 
the departments that are crowded, and 
it is said that an Increase may be mide 
by adding to the present buildings, 
bringing them out to Union street. 
There is also a prospect of putting- in 
considerable new machinery to the 
print works, and all these changes will 
mean employment of more persons; 
hiow many cannot be told until 
the 


plans are further advanced. 


Colonel Bracewell said that there 


would not be much new machinery put 
into the Eagle mill at present, but that 
additions were probable in the future. 
Two years ago the mill was fitted with 
new and improved machinery at a cost 
of about $22,000. 


The print works are at the present 


Mme remarkably prosperous, and the 
til :r will be glad to learn of these added 
inri.c r.tions of success.

Closer Watch on Diphtheria. 


The Springfield board of health is don- 


sidering an amendment strengthening 
the 
provisions for preventing the 


spread of diphtheria. It is proposed to 
require, before such cases ^re released 
from quarantine, that two- negative cul- 
tures by the board's swab tests be tak- 
en, instead of one, as at present. The 
board have learned, through the investi- 
gations of the Massachusetts general 
hospital, that one culture is not ernough. 
In the case of a convalescent from 
diphtheria it frequently happens thalt 
one day a negative culture will be ob- 
tained, but the next day more germs 
will appear. It is proposed to require 
two consecutive negative cultures at 
intervals of two or three day*

When the mem were in the 
trenches just before the surrender, and 
thousands were sick with malaria, the 
recollection of the whipping that she 
gave him in the Colrain school was one 
of the few things that he could smite 
about, so he told Miss Amidon on his 
return. 


Examinations Insisted Qn. 


Commanding officers of the Massa- 


chusetts volunteer militia have been 
again notified that a.ll recruits must be 
physically examined. When captains 
know that the men have passed the 
physical examination on leaving- the 
United States service, a re-examination 
will not be necessary. The enlistment 
of men of abnormal size is forbidden 
and such men will not be uniformed. 


Captains of some organizations have 


been reported by the inspector-gener- 
al's department as not having any 
physical examination for recruits.

BIG POLICE RECORD, 


Arrests for April More Than In one 


Month Since 1897. 


The month of April was a very busy 


month for the police, and the records 
'show an unusually large number of ar- 
rests. The total was 146, which has 
not been exceeded since September, 


1897, the month of the President's visit, 
which brought a large floating popula- 
tion of tramps and minor crooks. 


Of the 146 arrested a/' large number 


were for violations of ordinances, and 
similar offenses, which raised the total, 
without indicating 
an 
increase in 


crime. There were 48 drunks, 19 for 
violation of city ordinances, 14 for 
violation of the liquor law, eight for 
keeping oleomargarine, nine for lar- 
ceny, eight for breaking and entering, 
seven for disturbing the peace, and 
four for peddling without a license. 


There were eight women arrested. 
In the month of April, 1898, there 


were 107 arrests, and in March of the 
same year 140. September, 1897, had 
171,, August of the year 145, and July 
of the same year 150. 


SOME GOOD WHEELING 
ROLES, 


A Few Ways to Prevent Accidents to 


Yourself and Others. 


Here are some good rules for bicy- 


clists that Boston wheelmen are em- 
phasizing: 


In meeting riders, pedestrians and 


vehicles, keep to the right. In overtak- 
ing and passing them, keep to the left. 


In turning corners to the left, always 


keep to the outside of the street. 
j 


In turning corners to the right, keep 


as far out as possible without trespas- 
sing on the left side of the road. 


Never expect pedestrians to get out 


of the way; find a way around them. 


Never ride rapidly past an electric 


car standing to unload passengers. 


Never coast down a hill having cross 


streets along the way. 


Never ring- your bell except to give 


notice of your approach. 
,. 


In meeting riders ascending a hill, 


where there is only one path, always 
yield the right of way to the up rider. 


Bear in mind that a rider meeting an 


electric car carrying a strong headlight 
is unable to see beyond the light; keep 
out of his way. 


When riding straight ahead, never 


vary your course suddenly to the right 
or left without first assuring1 yourself 
that no other rider is close to your rear 
or on the side which you turn. 


Always ring your bell in overtaking 


riders or pedestrians, to give warning 
of your approach. This does not mean 
that they are to get out of the way. 


Do not ride too close to a novice, and 


in meeting a novice give plenty of 
room. 


The Sunday Bicycle Horror. 


From the Sunday Republican: 
The bicycle habit is responsible for 


still another problem—the policing of 
the country roads. 
Recent advices 


from the country districts Show that 
the western cowboy is mild in charac- 
ter compared with the mounted des- 
peradoes, whoterrorize our own country 
side the first day of the week. Early 
every Sunday now the human ohrror 
with a handkerchief around his wilted 
collar, and his crimson face down over 
his handle-bars, starts off either un- 
attended or organized as a member of 
the Roaring Ramblers century wheel- 
men, and projects himself across the 
country, trailing a long cloud of dust 
and profanity behind. The sacredness 
of the Sabbath and of individual prop- 
erty rights crash down before him, and 
walking in the country roads is al- 
ways serious, if not necessarily fatal. 


In addition to these are the more 


leisurely class, who find time to stop 
and occupy the more attractive por- 
ches and front lawns on their way, and 
treat the natives generally in the calm 
and self-sanctified imperialist air rare- 
ly adopted this side of the Philippines.

Tracks to be Oiied Again, 


The Boston and Albany railroad has 


decided to again oil its '200 miles of 
roadbed this year, for the purpose of 
laying the dust. The oiling done last 
year proved the efficacy of the system, 
and the matter was talked over during 
the recent inspection trip, and it was 
arranged to continue the plan. The 
sp'ring work of putting in now sleepers 
is now being done, and it will probably 
be July 1 before the roadbed is in con- 
dition for tohe oil. Last year 4000 gal- 
lons of oil to the mile of double track 
was used, but it is not considered nec- 
essary to make the second dose as 
large? About 2000 gallons to the mile 
Will probably be all that is necessary 
this year, as the effect of last year's 
sprinkling is still apparent on 
the 


roadbed.
